Dhorlty and I brought 
both Sirti. Barbara Davis and Mrs. Virginia Davis to the '^coielde Office irtiore I 
took an affidavit from Mrs. Barbara •'eanette Tavia relating irtiat she saw and 
heard at the time of thr shootii g of Officer J. D. Tipplt. A.t 7 'US pn this 
same date, ay partner anrt I held a lineup in the 'Olice Assffisbly Rooa located 
in ihe basenent of the city hall for both Mrs. iiarbara Davis and Krs. Virginia 
Davis. They both made positive Identification of ksf Harvey U»wald as being 
the one that walked across their yard arid was unloading a gun. The position 
of this Oswald in the linaup was #2 oun in a ii-oan lineup reading froa left to 
right on the stage. After cooplation of tiie linsi^ and taking affidavits, my 
partner arid I tocfc bc th Urt. Barbara Oavis ar<d Mrt-., Virginia Davie oack home and 
returned to the office to continue the invissti ation.
